For the next 2 months, when our hunting ground is covered with 2 feet of snow, and the dirt is 
frozen solid, what can you do? Try curling up by the fire with a good book, preferably a book 
that will tell you about history and treasures. Here's one | like. You can find it at your library. 


The Mormon Murders 
by Steven Naifeh 
& Gregory White Smith 


I hesitated to recommend this book 
because it contains so much information 
that is not complimentary to the LDS 
Church. It was written by non-Mormon 
easterners who were trying their best to 
explain Utah to the rest of the world. But 
since it has so much vital information for 
Utah collectors, anyone in our group could 
learn lots from it. 


You can learn what motivated Mark 
Hoffman, learn about his childhood, his 
education, and his family life. 





You can learn how easy it is to be swindled by a con man with a clever forgery. 

Al Rust, who spoke to our club 2 years ago, told of how he started his coin business, and nearly 
went bankrupt because of his friendship and dealings with Mark Hoffman. Mr. Rust not only 
took the loss of thousands of dollars he had loaned to Mark Hoffman, and thousands of dollars 
worth of forgeries he had bought from Mark Hoffman, but he insisted on buying back forgeries 
he had unknowingly sold to customers. Now that the Hoffman forgeries have a value in their 
own right, Mr. Rust still doesn't want to let go of them, for fear they might be resold as 
genuine. | admire his integrity. 


Forgeries are the major pitfall for serious collectors. Even the experts can be fooled. From this 
book, you can learn how Hoffman created his forgeries. 


Hoffman forgeries are still showing up. Just last year a lead plate was found in Southern Utah, 
in a cabin once owned by John D. Lee. He was the only person to be tried and convicted for 
the Mountain Meadows Massacre. The message scratched in the lead plate blamed the LDS 
Church for the massacre. Historians who examined the lead plate concluded that it most likely 
had been planted there by Mark Hoffman. 


You can learn the details of how police detectives investigated the three bombings of 1985, 
how they tied them to historic document dealing, and rounded up the evidence to get a murder 
conviction. 


You can learn about the plea bargain agreement, and the real reason why prosecutors allowed 
that Mark Hoffman plead guilty of manslaughter instead of first degree murder. 


I guarantee you will be astounded by Hoffman's skill, and cunning, and disregard for human 


life.
